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JERUSALEM 


From Dr. Richardson’s travels in the Holy 
Land. 


Jerusalem was the brightest of all the 
cities of the East, and fortified above all 
other towus—so strong, that the Roman 
conqueror thereof. and the master of the 
whole world besides, exclaimed, on enter- 
ing the eity of David, and looking up at 
the towers which the Jews had abandoned, 
“ surely we have had God for our assist 
ance in the war; for what esuld human 
hands or human machines do against these 
towers !” Lt is no other than Ged, who has 
cxpelied the Jews from their fortifications. 
‘Their temple was the richest in the wortd 
—their religion was the purest—and (heir 
God was the Lord of Hosts. Never was 
there a people favoured like their people. 
But they set at nought the counsel of their 
God—trusted in their walls—and walked 
after the imagination of their own hearts : 
their city was given up to the spoiler— 
the glory departed from Israel, and the 
sceptre from Judah —the day of vengeance 
arrived—and the rebellious sons of Jacob 
are scattered, and peeled, and driven un 
der every wind of beaven. wiilout a vation 
sr coaniry to call their own—unamalsama- 
wd. perscented, plundered, & reviled 3 like 
the ruins of a blighted tower, whose frag- 
ments remain to shew the power that smoie 
it.and to call aloud#to heaven and earth 
for repair. What a tremendous lesson 
for the kings and people of the earth, io 
ihe aids of their prosperity to recognize 
ihe hand from which their comforts flow! 

ii is iaspossible for the Christian travel 
ler te look upon Jerusalem with the same 
jechings with which he would set himsell 
to contemplate the ruins of ‘Phebes, of 
Athens, or of Rome, or of any other eit) 
whieh the world ever saw Phere is in 
ali the doings of (he Jews, their virtnes and 
thew vices, their wisdom and their folly, a 
heigtat and depth, a breadth and length, 
that angels easnot fathom: their whole 
history isa history of miracles. ‘The pre- 
cepts of their Sacred Book are the most 
profound, and the best adapted to every 
situation in which man ean be placed ; 
they moderate him in prosperity, sustain 
him in adversity, guide him in health, eon 
sole him in sickuess, support him at the 
close of life. travel on with him through 
death, live with him throughout the end 
less ages of eternity ; and Jerusalem lends 
iis fame to the eternal mansions of the 
blessed in heaven, which man is admitted 
io enjoy through the atonement of Christ 
Jesux, who was bora of a decendant of Ju- 
dah 

Many of the Jews are rich and in com. 
foriable circumstances, and possess a good 
teal of property in Jerusalem ; but they 
are careful io conceal their wealth. and 
eveu their eomiort, from the jealous eye 
of their rulers, dest, by awakemmngs their 
cupidity, ome vile indelonstble plot should

some of which was presented to me as a 
enriosity, and | partook of it merely tha: 
I might have the gratification of eating un 
leavened bread with the sons and daugters 
of Jacob in Jerusalem: it is very insipid 
fare. and no one would eat it from choice.

ON THE READING OF NOVELS. 
Since my connexion with the ehurch of 
Christ, my opinion has frequently been 
asked eoneerning the use of novels Pro- 
fessors of religion have enquired whether 
theie influenee upon the mind was of a pre- 
judicial nature. The reading of a story, 
say they. whieh we Know is not founded 
on facet. certainly cannot injure un; it serves 
to revive our spirits when we probabil) 
would be idle, and gives us a relish for 
works of taste 

‘That professors of religion should thus 
argue, does to me appear strange. That 
they who profess to have tasted of the good 
word of life, should speak in this way, is 
really * passing strange.” We should be 
led to eonelude that the professions of saeh 
persons were vain, were it not that we 
make allowance for their want of experi 
enee in these matters. There is probably 
uo kind of reading that produces more up 
happy effeet upon the younger part of the 
community than thai of these generally 
pestiferous books Lake bat a transient 








Chri‘stian Knowledge could not more ef 


fectually serve the purpose of their pious 
institution, than by applying some part of 


their funds to the printing of Bibles, in 
other respeets in an ordinary way, for the 
use of the poor, but with a full margin 

Meanwhile those who ean afford to pur- 
chase the larger Bibles should be diligent 
in the improvement of the means with 
which Providence has furnished them 

Particular diligenee should be used in eom 

paring the parallel texts of the Old and 
the New Testaments. When you read the 
Old Testament. if you pereeive by ihe mar 

gin, that any particular passage i- ented in 
the New, turn to (hat passage of he New 
to which the margin refers, that you may 
see in what manner, in what sense. and to 
what purpose, the words of the more an 
cient are alledged by the later writes, who. 
in many instances. may be supposed to 
have received clearer light upon the same 
subject. On the other hand, when in the 
New Testament you meet with citatiou- 
from the Old, always consult the original 
writer, that you may have the satisfaction 
of judging for yourselves, how far the pas- 
sage alledged makes for the argument 
which it is brought to support. = In doing 
this you will imitate the example of the 
godly Jews of Bercea, which is recorded 
with approbation iv the Acts of the Apos 

tles, who, when Paul and Silas reasoned 
with them out of the Scriptures of the Old 
Testament, clearly setting before them the 
prophecies coneerning the Messiah. and 
the accomplishment of those prophesies in 
Jesus. whom they preached * searched the 
Scriptures daily, whether these things 
werevo, These Bercean Jews compared 
the parallel passages of St Paul's oral 
doctrine with the written Seriptures of 
the Old Testament. And we now should 
with equal diligenee compare the written 
doctrine of St. Paul, and of his fellow ta- 
bourers, with the writings.of the Oid Tes

Extract from a sermon, delivered at the Amherst 
Collegiate institution, May 31, 1823, by Rev. 
Edward Hitchcock, pastor of the church in 
Conway. 

Uhere is a season, which not improved, 
will be remembered with bitter angoish in 
the hour of sickness and death. It is the 
time when a man is specially awakened 
by the Spirit of God. Perhaps it was du- 
ring a revival of religion around him, 
when an arrow from the quiver ofthe Al- 
mighty reached his heart. A louder voiee 
than ever he had heard before, ealls him 
lorepentance. Kternity opens before him 
with all the distinetness of a sensible ob- 
ject ; and as he looks into the holy abode 
of God and angels, he pereeives himself 
unfit for their society; and as he casts his

A thousand motives, theretore, now 
crowd upon him from heaven above and 
hell beneath, and urge him ta take hold 
of the righteousness of the Saviour. But 
his proud heart, although on the rack of 
eonviction, refuses submission to the term: 
of Goa’s appointment. He spurns away 
from him the Spirit, of God, and rushing 
into the vortex of the world, drowns ail 
his anxiety aad fear, and hardens his heart 
in worldly mindedness or scepticism But 
the strong arm of sickness & death breaks 
at last the delusion in which he slumbers 
And no longer can he hide from himself 
the eutting reeolleetion of that day, when 
Almighty God specially awakened him 
from the slumbers of sin. and urged him to 
maice hima new heart and a new spirit. 
Now every circumstance connected with 
that solemn hour come up fresh in his me- 
mory. 

The very words that awakened him ; 
the eonntenance of that Christian friend, 
or teacher, whose voice pierced to the di- 
viding asunder of soul and spirit, and prov- 
ed a discerner of the thoughts and intents of 
his heart ; that closet, where in the anguish 
of his heart he poured out his soal in 
prayer; that praying circle of friends, so 
solemn and so solicitous for his welfare ; 
that meeting of anxious inquiry, where he 
met others groaning like himself under the 
load of sin, and a thousand other eireum 
stances now return upon his soul as if they 
were again present. And the though 
that this opportunity was <ulfered to pa-s 
unimproved, that all these motives were 
resisted, thatthe Holy Spirit was insalied. 
and his warnings disregarded, hangs on 
his soul with the weight of a mountain, 
sinking him down into the depths of des 
pair. For he now fears, and justly fears. 
that the special call God then addressed 
to him was the last that he will ever offer, 
and that in turning a deaf ear to it, be has 
madiy thrown away all heaven and inhe- 
rited hell as his everlasting portion. 

And there is frequently a contrast that 
inereases the bitterness of this retrospect. 
his sinner remembers others, whu were 
his companions at the period of his cou- 
vietions, and who were awakened and 
hopefully converted to God. While he 
has lived only to harden in sin, he has seen 
then advaneing from year tu year in the 
path to heaven, and gradually ripeuing for 
eternal giory. These look back upon the 
same seenes with pleasure, which to the 
man who negleeted them. appear full of 
anguish and terrible as Medusa’s bristling 
head. His eompanions reeall with satis- 
faction all the circumstances of those days 
when the arrows of the Almighty were 
within them: for they listened to the voice 
of instruction and bowed to the will of God; 
and the wormwood and the gail, when 
they tasted for a season, were succeeded 
by the bread of heaven and the water of 
life. A view of the past, a remembrance 
of their conversion from the enemies to the 
friends of Jehovah, iuspires them with 
peace dnd consolation wheo they turn their 
eyes upon the fucure ; and the hope of hay- 
ing passed from death unto life in former 
days, 18 anjancher to their souls in the tem- 
pestuous hour of dissolution, and enables 
hein to lift up their heads with joy, know- 
ing that their redemption draweth nigh, 
The contrast between these happy souls 
and his own, awakens in the sinner’s bo 
som, in his last days, the horrors that a- 
wail him in eternity.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION IN BOZ 
RAH CONN. 


In the first part of the account of this 
revival, we are informed that !n the North 
West section of Bozrah, is a village in 
which is a manufacturing establishment. 
his is situated about two miles from any 
stated place of worship. It has been the 
design of the proprietors that special re- 
gard should be paid to the instruction of 
the children and youth attached to the es- 
tablishment. Accordingly a good school 
was kept ten months inthe year; a Sab- 
bath School was also kept, and in addition 
to this, a regular course of worship was in- 
stituted in the village on the Sabbath — 
These means were blessed, and in 1821 a 
revival was experienced in which 20 were 
hopeful converts ; but in a short time the 
Spirit was withdrawn. 

The effect however of the work was 
very happy and lasting on the inhabitants ; 
social meetings continued solemn; chil- 
dren aud youth were more faithful in their 
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employments, and not.the Icast difliculty 
was known to have existed betwcen any of 
the invabitants, including the claldren, for 
about nine nionths. 

Social meetings, with the addition of a 
Bibie cluss forthe young people, weie co:- 
tinued as usual, until early Jast spring, 
when a work of divine grace commenced 
in Lebanon, sbout four milesfrom the fac- 
tory, some of the inhabitants visited the 
place and two individuals were impressed, 
Some extra meetings were appointed. 
Avout the first of April, the Rev. Mr. 8. 
an evangelist, held a meeting about a mile 
from the factory ; numbers from the vil- 
lage attended ; several were impresse:', 
and Mr. S. was invited to appoint a meet- 
ing at the Factory. Froin that time he 
continued pretty constantly for two or three 
weeks 1n the village ; his labours appear- 
ed to be peculiarly blessed and were ac- 
companied with the power of the Spirit ; 
about forty were more or less anxious, and 
more than thirty have expressed hopes in 
the mercy of God. Rev. Mv A invited 
Mr 5. to labor with him in his society yen- 
erally, and he continued fer the most part 
of the time for severa! wecks, in various 
parts ofthe town. Many were awakened, 
and a considerable number expressed 
hopes of asaving change But the good 
wore appeared to be greatly hindred, from 
tie coldness of some, the decided opposi- 
tion of others, and the want of a systematic 
course of gospel means. Asa partof the 
fruits of the revival. forty-eight have been 
admitted into the Congregational Church 
under the care of the Rev Mr Austin, and 
ome others are expected to com” for- 
ward About twenty will probably be ad- 
ded to the Baptist Church, under the care 
ofthe Rev. Wm Palmer,and some have 
joined the Methorlist classes. 

Firat kind of preaching and exhortation 
which appeared to be accompanied with 
the special agency of the Spirit, was the 
exhibition of the divine law, in all its puri- 
ty and terrors ; the sovereignty of God in 
despensing his special favours ; the total 
deptavity of the hearts of impenitent sin- 
ners and their determined opposition tothe 
terms of the gospel ; the ali sufficiency of 
Christ and the feeness of his salvation for 
the returning penitent ; the necessity with- 
vut delay of repentance towards God and 
‘aith in the Lord Jesus Christ ; the great 
danger of being left t> hardness of heart 
ind blindess of mind without immediate 
submission When awakened sinners 
were flaticred that they were ina good 
way, while impenitent, it generally abated 
their anxiety, but when they were told God 
was right in his requisitions and that they 
were stubborn and vebellious, and were 
urged at once, to give up their opposition 
and fleeimmediately to Christ, it generally 
deepened their convictions, until they hope- 
filly submitted. 

he meetings during the awakenin: 
were sull and awfully solemn ; they ap- 
peared to express a present God, and the 
operations of his Holy Spirit ; and to his 
name be afl the glary, , 

The writer has particalarly mentioned 
the vevivals in the Manufacturing estab. 
lishment, because that manufactories are 
rapidly increasing in the country, hoping 
that these remarks will encourage minis. 
ters and pious people to visit and labour 
among them. The number of intali- 
tants usually attached to the manufactory 
in Bozrah, are about one hundred and filty ; 
between seventy and eighty are fourtecn 
years of age and upwards, more than s x'y 
of whom are either professors or express- 
ing hopes of a saving chanye of heart.

LATE AND DIRECT FROM SPAIN, 


By the arrival of the Milo, Capta.n Hail, at Port- 
iand, in 34 days from St. Lucar, (a sea port town 
vt Spain, at the mouth of the Gaudalquiver, and 
about 13 miles from Cadiz) intelligence has been 
received as to the operations of the French armies 
in that quarter, to the 16th Sept. six days late: 
ihan any account we had before received. 

It is stated that on the 26th of August, the 
Freich a\tacked the Cano Frocardaro, a smali 
istand used as a Navy Yard, and were repulsed 
with the joss of one thousand men, in killed and 
wounded. It was intended to be given up by the 
governor; but the garrison notonly defended the 
place, but hung up the governor withoul cere- 
mony, as an example to tiaitors. 
li was reported at St. Lucar, that the French 
had made an attack on or near St. Peter, the re 
sult of which was, that they had three gun-boats 
sunk, one trigate materially injured, and a num 
ber of lives lost. The St Lucar accounts confirm 
the fall of Tiocadero ; but say it was sold to the 
French for 70,000 dollars. ‘his of course, is de- 
nied by the French, who affirm that is was carried 
by the vator of their treeps 

It was reported at St Lucar, September 16th, 
that Gen Alavar had retired to the castle of St. 
Sebastians, tor fear of being shot by Riego. It 
appears that Alavar was one of the Commissivnevs 
sent from Cadiz to treat with the Duke, in the 
ubsence of Riego. He being on the borders of 
Malaga and hearing the circumstance, proceeded 
in haste tur Cadiz, eluded the French and arrived 
im satety; and by haranguing the populace on the 
subject of their liberty, telling them it was dis- 
graceful even to offer any terms, ihe negociation 
was broken off, 
On the 30th of August, 3000 French troops ar- 
rived at St. Lucar, trom Rota, destined to act 
against Cadiz, and were quartered on the inhabit- 
ants. The fishiag craft in the same place had all 
been taken by the French, and fitted up for gun 
boats. On the 19th it was said at St. Lucar, that 
the negociations had been renewed, but the Con. 
stitutionalists doubted the fact.

EXPEDITION OF MAJOR LONG, 


The exploring expe ‘ition, conducted by Major 
Lone, of the United Siae. army, took its depar- 
ture from Philadeiphia on the thiitteth of April 
last, wiih the view of traversing the American 
territory in a northwesierly direc ion, and return. 
ing by way of the great northern lakes, The gen- 
Uemen C Mposing ihe expedition accordingly pro- 
ceeded by way of Wheeling, Fort Wayne, Chica- 
KO, Prairie du Chein ant Fort St. Anthony, co the 
source of the river S’. Peter —they then travel. 
ied down the vailey of the Red river, to its junes 
uon with the Assmaibon, having ascer ained a- 
fvecubly to their istiuc ions, the point at which 
he forty-ninth degree of north atitide, the north- 
ern boundary of the United 8 ates, crosses inat 
river, By cis it appears that a conside able pores 
tion of the country occupied by the colony of the 
iace lord Selkirk, or that part of it calied the 
Pembina settiements, is included withi he ere 
ritery of the Unired Staies. The journey thus 
iar Was performed by land, the party bei. fur- 
mshed with a sufficient number of horses for the 
‘ransportation of tueir baggage and other uses. 
At this piace the expedition embarked on buard 
it bark-canves, in which they descended Red riv- 
er to its mouth, Crossed the southern extremity 
vf Lake Wenepeck, ascended Wenepeck river, 
proceeded through the Lake of the Woods, Rawy 
river and Lake, and down the Thainana Uékoea, 
.0 Lake Superior. 

Here they exchanged their canoes for a bat- 
‘eaux, in which tiey traversed the Lake t. its 
uulet. During their voyage through the Like, 
irom the fitteenth to the thirtieth of Sep ember, 
he weather was exceedingly boisterous, snow 
-qualis having occurred daily for mime davs in 
succession. On the night of the 20th. of ‘Sept. 
ihe snow fell more than three inches deep, and 
the ground remained covered with it Gay ough the 
day following. ’ 
They pursued their voyare to Mackinaw in 
the same craft, and there left Lieuts. Scorr and 
Denny, and the guard detailed at Fort St. Antho- 
ny for the service of the expedition, with orders 
to rejoin their regiment on (he Mississipp:. 

They then sailed for Detroit on board the rev 
enue cutter A.J. Dallas, where they embartced on 
board the sieam buat Superior, and landed at Bu, 
faloe. 

Pursuing their journey homeward, they took 
the:r passage on board one of the New York canal 
packet boats at Rochester on the Genesee rive, 
and travelled on the canal to Albany, whence ‘hey 
took the customary route to this piace. 

We are happy to learn that no acewdeat or mis- 
fortune worthy of particular notice has happened 
tu the party; that they were, for the most part, 
treated civilly by the natives, and with the utmost 
hospitality at the estadishments of the Hudson 
Bay Company, several of which they passed on 
their route. ‘Vheir town extended to the fifty-first 
degree of north latitude, and embraced a circuit of 
more than 4,600 miles, upwards of 3,000 of which 
were througha savage wiiderness remote from 
the abodes of civilization. This long and hazard. 
ous expedition has been completed in the short 
period of three days less than six montis, atc 
greatly redounds to the credit of the distin zuisli- 
ed scientific officer by whom it was conducted, as 
well as to his mtetlycat brother officers and com- 
panions, Lt will also,yno doubt, add much to the 
stock of knowledge of our north western territo- 
ry and its resources.
